Jeung and Uchida show semiconductor 
devices and the method of making it but fail to teach the specific characteristic of the 
structure and procedures recited in the claims of the instant invention e.g. a second 
peripheral sealing portion formed along a first peripheral sealing and covering only 
selected chip pads.
